THE TYPHOON. 

Another gale, consequent on the near 
approach of a typhcon to tho colony, was 
axperionced on Sunday and Monday. Al- 
though it extended over a somewhat longer 
period than the previous blow it did much 
Jess damage, ao far ns thia coluuy is con. 
cerned, than the one of a week ago, In- 
deed the nearest approach to a disastrous 
offect resulting from it waa that it oom- 
pletely spoiled tho Bunk Holidsy, all 
plenica and, other junkettings arranged 
for the day having to “be. declared off, 
A few of the conservancy boats were 
‘swashed, a thing which always happens in 
such cases, but no loss of life occurred, so 
fer an is known. The smualt craft took 
timely precautions and sought ‘shelter long 
bofore the wind attained a dangorous force. 
Several steamers had to postpone their 
departure, among them being the mail 
gteamer Peninsular, which’ was to 
‘have ~~ loft —ou —Sunday —at 
but was detained till the afternoon, 
and even then had to anchor on 
gotting outside. The gun at Kowloon, 
indicating the approach of a gale, was 
fired at 10 p.m. on Sunday. Before mid- 
night it was. blowing very hard, and this 
continued, with ocearional intervala of 
comparative quiet, until noon next day, 
when anitptovement in the expect uf the 
weather tovk place, Strung gusts, however, 
wore felt throughs. the aftermcun, and ig 
‘the avening there was a heavy fall of rain,

sume that in every case, The Chief Justice, 
after reviewing the statements in the afli- 
davits, said the defence put-furward thors 
wight easily hase beoo pat befure the 
magistrate; there was no ‘reason why it 
should not havobeen. It was very casy to 
manufacture évidenge after the ensé had 
boon heard. In the cireomstances he saw 
no reason why 8 wril of habeas curpas 
should -be granted. 

The Acting Puisne Judge concurred. 
Ho was quite aure tho magistrate had dune 
what he deemed to be hia duty in the caso, 
and had no doubt made a full report on the 
ciroumatances required by the ordinauce, 

Tho Chief Justice rem eked that it was
